INDICTED ‘MEN 


"FIGHT CHARGES 


16 RESPONDENTS AT MARQUETTE 
ATTACK INDICTMENTS AS TWO 
PLEAD’ NOT GUILTY. 


NO SPECIFIC CHARGES, CLAIM 


Attorneys Ask That Case Be Quashed 
in Arguments Before Circuit 
Judge Flannigan. 


Marquette.—A motion to quash all 
indictments growing out of the recent 
investigation of Marquette prison will 
be arguad in circuit court, this week 
before Judge R. C. Flannigan. The 
motion was presented by Myron J. 
Sherwood, attorney for all 16 de- 
fendants except Swan Alfred West, 
prison bookkeeper who is charged 
with embezzlement, 

The indictments are not for a 
felony, but for misdemeanors, for 
which the respondents are not indict- 
able, as specific charges are not 
named, Mr, Sherwood contends. He 
demanded that his clients be present- 
ed with bills of particulars giving the 
specific charges against them. 

West's attorney, B. H. T. Burritt, 
of Hancock, announced that his client 
waived reading of indictments, and 
the court ordered pleas of not guilty 
entered. . 

Those indicted as a.result of invest- 
igations by a legislative committee 
and a grand jury, are Swan Alfred 
West,, embezzlement; Frank C. Heim, 
for obtaining money under false pre- 
tenses; Everett A. Thornton, Joseph 
Cone and W. A. Herbert, criminal 
conspiracy; Frank A. Ledstrand, un-

DUPONT MAN MET 
FATAL INJURIES 


SAMUEL BOOTH CAUGHT IN 
WINCH. ARM PULLED 
FROM SHOULDER. 


Death Instantaneous. He Had Been 
Warned Not to Start 
Machine. 


Samuel Booth met instant death 
Tuesday at the local duPont plant 
when he got his left arm caught in a 
winch or windlass, winding itself 
about the axle and was drawn in to 
the shoulder. The accident occurred 
at 11:45 a. m. 

Booth was an old employee at the 
du Pont plant but had never before 
assisted in this class of werk which 
consisted of hauling by power steel 
cars loaded with charcoal to be dump- 
ed into railroad cars. It ig said that 
he had been cautioned by the foreman 
and other employees not to attempt to 
start the work without first getting 
instructions on just how to proceed 
but it is believed that he became over 
zealous and confident and desired to 
show that he was capable of going 
ahead with the work without instruc- 
tion. It is reported that when the 
operation was about ready to start, 
and not over two minutes before the 
fatal accident occurred he was again 
cautioned to wait until someone was 
there to show him exactly how to pro- 
ceed. Almost immediately thereafter 
workmen noticed that something was 

ong and discovered Mr. Booth in 
the winch, his Teft arm wrapped un- 
der the rope and around the axle and 
he was being carried around the 
shaft. An attempt was made to get 
him out but before this could be done 
his body fell to the platform with his 
arm and shoulderblade still wend u 
in the shaft. ( ra 

Had he stood on the opposite side 
of the cabje he would have been. in 
easy reach of a safety button which 
would have instantly stopped the ma- 
chinery. Among the experienced 
workmen this was well known and 
understood; and also the proper care 
in the guiding of the eable about 
the winch would have avoided an ac- 
cident, 

Mr. Booth has worked for the 
Company three years and was consi- 
dered a faithful and competent work- 
man, 

It is a pitiful case and caused a 
great deal of sadness among the em- 
ployees of the plant, among whom 
Mr. Booth had always been well liked. 
He was 38 years of age. His wife 
was formerly Miss Irene Slingerland, 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs, J. B. Sling- 
erland. 


TO PUT UP SIGNS. 


Motorists will be pleased to learn 
that the government is going to erect 
signs just outside of all towns, telling 
the name of the place.

Farm Bureau Notes 
R, D. BAILEY 
County Agricultural Agent 
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SAVE SEED CORN. 

Every spring many people are 
hurrying around to buy seed corn. 
The best way is to save twice as 
much each fall ag you think you need. 
You can always sell it, if it ~has 
quality. Some years corn does not 
mature good. Then, the extra .seed 
saved the year before comes jn very 
handy. 

Seed corn should be saved from the 
standing stalk. This method gives the 
farmer the chance to see which ears 
were ripe earliest; which grew right 
distance from the ground, and which 
hung right on the stalk; all of which 
are important in getting good corn. 

The corn of Crawford County can 
be improved. It isn’t necessary to 
send away for seed. A farmer can 
breed up his corn by early and care- 
ful selection for earliness, size and 
shape. It is surprisng what changes 
a man can make in his corn in three 
years. Better try it. There are few 
pleasanter farm tasks than to put on 
a bag used for planting potatoes, then 
leisurely stroll down between two 
rows of corn, watching for choice 
ears. 

We see one that was ripe before the 
othérs, we eagerly step to it and feel 
of it. It feels alright. We strip 
back part of the husks; we are dis- 
appointed for the cob is not well 
filled on the tip; we pull the husks 
over the cob to protect from birds and 
pass on. Here is another. It has 
all the outward signs of being ‘a good 
seed ear. We strip back the husks, 
and find that we have a prize, for we 
hold in’ our hand a long, well-filled 
golden ear. - 

We put it in the bag and pass on, 
finding here and there a prize; and 
plat a thriil and satisfaction it is, 
00! 

At the end of the row we empty 
our bag and start in again. We be- 
eome absorbed in our task, and 
promise ourselves that we will do 
better in raising corn and in every- 
thing else next year. The pile of 
golden seed ears grows. Soon the 
mellow peal of the dinner bell floats 
over the fields, and we go up to din- 
ner vowing to hurry back to continue 
the facinating task of hunting choice 
seed corn. 

In the early afternoon we begin 
to wonder why we should not always 
take pains with everything and have 
many things better than we do have. 

We realize that every carelesa 
move we make comes back on the 
family, and that wife and children 
have to pay for all the low-grade 
things we do, we are ashamed and re- 
pentant. We promise ourselves that 
we will not be known for our loud talk- 
ing and knocking. but, for the quality 
of our works, the size of our yields, 
and the high grade of our products. 

Evening comes ere we are aware. 
We have gathered many bushels of 
precious, golden seed ears, each con- 
taining promise of much food for man 
and beast, 

We hang the ears where.they will 
dry slowly, and not freeze, no two 
ears touching. 

We will tea§ each ear in the spring 
in the testing box, on stormy days 
for we have begun to realize that 
farming, good farming, requires the 
best that a man's mind can rise to.

THE BOX COAT IS FAVORED 


New Guinea Woman and Baby. 


(Prepared by the National Georraphle So 
elety, Washington, D. @.) 


Perhaps it is Jogicul enough that 
less should be known about the largest 
heavily Inbabited island in the world 
—Naw Guinea—than ahout the smaller 
ond more easily traversed lands of 
the sea, especially since it Mes, like 
the neighboring eontinent of Australia. 
near the antipodes of the western 
world, far from the beaten track. 

This {sland has come Snto notice re- 
cently through the action of the 
League of Nations In giving to Aus- 
tralia the mandate for [ts northeastern 
quarter, formerly a colonial possession 
of Germany. It is probable, too, that 
§t may be one of the subjects of dis- 
cussion when the problems of the Pa- 
cific are taken up in Washington. 

Except for.a fringe of a few widely 
separated settlements and mission sta- 
tions along the coasts, New Guines (or 
Papua, to give it its native name) is 
a paraMse of savagery, Probably in 
no other area of equal extent jn the 
world has civilizattou made so ght 
an imprint, In the interiur of the 
great island heuds are hunted as in 
fsmalier regions elsewhere. cannibal 
feasts are held, savage dialects are 
spoken fnnocent of any modification 
by elvilized language, primintve weap- 
ons are used, and there is practically 
no contact with and no knawledge af 
the outside world, 


Origin of Papuans Unknown. 

The origiy of the “oriental negroes” 
of Papana is en unsolved problem to 
ethnologists, On most of the istands 
to the east and north and toward 
Asin, strnivhtliaived, retarlvely fair 
Malays are found, But the Papnans 
fre bleek, woolly-hafred negroes lke 
the natives of the farawuny Gulnea 
coast of western Africa. Ut was this 
resemblance between the inhabitants 
of Papua and Gulnea that gave the 


fsland {ts more common name among 
westerners, Theugh the Papuan race 
fs distinet, and though large nambers 
of the pure stock exist on the istand, 


the necro strata has aise been mixed 
with Malaysn blood resulting tn au 
Merous lab gradations, 

The natives of the seurheastermn 
part of the Istand iniy be spatd to 
Jinrk back ta the 8 oef their 
arboreal, pre-human vestors, for 
they dive tn cude lear and straw. 
thatched hovels which they construct 
In trees. ‘Phouylh this custom of tree- 
dwelling Is not fullowed (a uny great 
extent Jn oorher portions of New 
Guinea, the natives of the Island all 
feem determined to live well off the 
ground. The favorite  habttations 
throughout n large part of the country 
are constructed on high piles. On the 


protected ground benenth these strue- 
tures the culinary operations are usn- 
ally carrier] on. Many of the build- 
ings are Jong, narrow communal af- 
fairs. housing a score ar more of na- 
tives, In many cnses these habita- 
tions are merely dark tunnets, but to 
others they are divided inte compurt- 
ments. Clothing bothers the Papuana 
hut little. but they give much atten- 
tien to painting aud tatooing thelr 
bodies. and to bedecking themselves 
with neck, nose and ear ornaments. 


Odd Native Customs, 

There Is very ttle: furniture fn 
Pajnan dwellings to be shifled about 
by the “lady of the house” on cleaning 
day. Important among the few mov- 
ables are hard narrow wonden blacks, 
acooped out to fit the neck—“pillows" 
which would kardly appeal ta western- 
ers as substitutes for thelr soft down 
filled cushtons, 

Some of the tribes near the const 
have a passien for bathing. so great 
that they fmpute a love of the water 
to the gpirtis of thelr departed tribes- 
men. To facilitate “spirit: bathing,” 
surviving relatives and friends cure- 
fully construct and keep open paths 
lending from each grave to the sea. 

When thry are not dining on choice 
cuts from some enemy tribesman, 
Papuansa eat in the main a prosale 
enough diet of bananas, yams, sego, 
breadfrult and the meats of various 
enimals and fish. But as choice tid- 
bite, some of the tribes eat certain 
insects and the ineat of the world's 


' 


largest clam. The shells of these huga 
bivalves often weigh 500 pounds, and 
the meat alone 20 pounds. 

Religiously, New Guinea is a mix- 
ture, just as it fs politically, Moham- 
medanism bas a sltght foothold on 
the west coast, due to the contact of 
the tribes there with the Mohammed- 
ans of the islands extending off to 
ward Asia. Christian missions are 
located at intervals along the coast 
all around the Island, but the number 
of natives so far Christiantzed is 
small. On some of the tiny islands 
lying in the strait between New 
Guinea and Australia entire commu- 
nities of Christians are to be found. 
Throughout most of the huge island, 
however, paganism is rampant, the na- 
tives propitiatiog supposed evil spirits 
and the forces of nature. 

Because New Guinea ts so far from 
eountries with whose size we are fa- 
milfar, we are Ilkely to consider Its ex- 
teut rather vague. If the Island could 
be Jaid down along our Atlantic coast 
we would soon appreciate its vastness. 
Tt Is approximately 1,500 miles lung, 
and would reach from the southern 
tip of Florida to the northernmost 
point on the coast of Maine. Its 400 
intles of width would cover two-thirds 
the distance of Bermuda. The area of 
the tsland ts close to 300,000 square 


miles, and it is supposed te have 
about 1,000,000 Inhablcants, 
History of the Istand. 

New Guinea was discovered more 


than half a century before Australia 
was first sighted; but while the latter 
Nas come to tave a population of 
§,000,000 white peapte, and Is the seat 
of an important, niederp Christian gov- 
erninent, the former is still almost 
the undisputed demain of savagery. 


|The Dutch tatd the first claim to ter- 


ritory in the Island, but coufined their 
operations to the western end. In 
1884 the Britlsh estaldished a protec- 
torate over the southwestern portion 
of the country, and the Germans an- 
nexed the northeastern part the sume 
year. The three countries agreed on 
boundaries in 1885, but their partition 
of the land was almost wholly an ac- 
tlon on paper, for there had been ttle 
exploration of the Interior, Each coun- 
try fn the years since has established 
a few trading and mission posts and 
qQiantations in the coast country and 
has set up the skeleton of a govern 


|ment, whose functioning, however, has 


had Httle effect In the interior. 


The British portion of Papua has 
had the status of a terrttory of the 
federal government of Australia since 
1906, and the recent action of the 
League of Nations In placing the for- 
mer German New Guinea Jn Australian 
hands under mandate gives that .coin- 
monwealth contro) of a little over half 
of the island's total area. 

Strange Anima! Life, 

The animal Hfe of the world’s big- 
gest tropical isiand, like that of neigh- 
boring Austrailia, {a strange and 
bizarre tn western eyes. In ancient 
geologic ages Papua and Austrulla 
were connected. Apparently for mi- 
lious of years they have been sepa- 
rated entirely from the rest of the 
world, so that their animal types are 
a survival from the remote past, With 
the exception of the pig, which proba- 
biy was brought from Asta relatively 
recently, all af the mamnials of New 
Guinea sre either marsuplals which 
carry thelr young in pockets, like the 
opossum and the kangaroo, or are 
bests that liy eggs lke birds, 


What New Guinea lacks in beasts 
of the field ft makes up in birds of 
the alr, As the home of hundreds of 
species of feathered creatures, It is 
more favored than many: other por- 
tions of the earth's surfuce. Its dense 
tropical forests are alive with them— 
Dirds of almost every conceivable size 
and shape and of a bewlldering com- 
bination of colors, Most striking of 
the many birds that count New Guinea 
their home fa the gorgeously co}- 
ored and beautifully formed bird-of- 
paradise, Most interesting {gs the ro- 
mantle and ingenlous bower-bird, 
which builds a “pleasure dome” solely 
as a place for its love-maktng. 


MAPLE SUGAR. 

The sugar, or rock maple (acer 
saccharinum) thrives best in eastern 
Canada, and fn the states of Vermont, 
New Hampshire and parta of New 
Yorks but nowhere does it thrive 
batter than in the province of Quebec, 
and espectally In the hilly  sotth- 
eastern part, known as the eastern 
townships. The sugar produciig area 
of Quebec is much larger than that of 
Vermout and not so broken. In 
Quebec it is a billy country; in Ver- 


mont it is almost mountaJnous, Both 
arens produce fine sugar, probably the 
best mnde anywhere, ond espectally 
those districts that are free of lime 
stone.

Mrs. Sarah J. Corwin Sr’ cumbs to 
Heart Trouble at Home of 
Daughter. 

Sunday morning av 10:30 death 
came to relieve the sufferings of 
Mrs. Sarah J. Corwin at the home of 
her daughter. Mrs. Celia Granger. 
For eight weeks Mrs. Corwin has 
been confined to her bed and although 
she was constantly watched over by 
her children and. given every comfort 
she suffered intense pain. She had 
been ailing for some years with 
heart trouble and had been the victim 

of severe attacks of the disease.

The council's commission on amend- 
ments finished its labors by deciding 
not to recommend the adoption of an 
amendment by Charlies J. Doherty, de- 
legate from Canada, eliminating Art- 
icle X. from the covenant of the 
League of Nations. At the same time 
ft passed an interpretative resolution 
intended to meet American objections 
to the clause. 

That a president of the United 
States cannot be alone under the con- 
stitution of his government on a ques- 
tion of mandates is brought out brief- 
ly in one of the paragraphe'‘of the last 
American note on mandates, capies of 
which are circulating among the dele- 
gates of the assembly of the League 
of Nations here. The note is dated 
August 8, and ts addressed to the 
French government. 

Duplicates of the document were 
communicated at the same time of 
its delivery to France to the other 
mandatory powers.

Work Is Not Difficult, but Scrupulous 
- Cleanliness Must Be Observed — 
at Every Stage. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart- 
: ment of Agriculture.) 


The best foods in the world are 
avalluble to the farm home which 
cares to ralse and prepare them. Good 
butter freshly churned several times a 
week is one of the luxuries Incident 
to life on the farm, end more than re- 
pays the home butter maker for the 
The work ig not dif. 
ficult, but scrupulous cleanliness must 
be observed at every stage. All uten- 
sils should be washed and scalded be- 
fore and after churulng. 

The first consideration is the cream, 
which should contain about 80 per cent 
butterfat. A gallon of cream of this 
standard wil] yleld about three pounds 
of butter. It is better to churo the 
creain, not the whole milk. The cream 
should be cooled immediately after tt 
somes from the separator and kept a8 
cold as posstble until the time for 
ripening, which should be done at a 
temperature between 65 degrees Fah- 
renheit and 76 degrees Fahrenheit. 
When the cream fs mildly sour, It 
should be cooled to churning tempera- 
ture or below and held so for at least 
two hours before churning begins. 

Successful butter-making depends 
largely on the temperature at which 
churning is done, but there 1s no one 
temperature proper for every season 
of the year, Churning !s a mechanical 
process, and if it 1g done under the 
same conditions on one day ag on an- 
other the results should be identical. 
The temperature is the factor which 
must be varied to get uniform resulta, 


There {sg nothing in the old superstl- 
tions regarding butter-making, such as 
turning the churn buckwards or put- 
ting a horseshoe nail into It to make 
the butter come. If the temperature 
{g- too low, the churning period is un- 
necessarily prolonged, or it may be 
impossible to obtaln butter. Too high 
a churning temperature is also to be 
avoided because butterfat will be lost, 


the butter will be soft and will not- 


keep well. 

Butter will come in ten minutes at 
too bigh a churning temperkture, or 
even in seven, with some patent

churns, but It will not be such good 
butter. In sumnier, when the cattle 
are pustured and fed on grnss, the 
best temperature is between 52 de- 
grees Fahrenheit and G60 degrees Fah- 
renhelt. In winter it will range fram 
58 degrees Falhrerfhelt to 66 degrees 
Fahrenheit. The dry feed, housing 
in barns and approaching end of the 
lactation perjod contrstute to this dlf- 
ference. If the churn is not loaded 
over one-third full, and not turned too 
fast, then butter should come, under 
these respective temperatures. in & 
firm, granular condition in about thir- 
ty to forty minutes. Tf electriclty tg 
available the churn can be attached tu 
& motor, but the speed must be regu- 
Inted to correspond to the best rafe of 
hand churning, about sixty revolutions 
a minute. 


Butter color is added, If necessary. 
when the cream is strained tury the 
eburn. When butter granules are 
formed the size of wheat grains it Is 
time to strain off the buttermitk and 
wash the butter Jn the churn in two 
waters of the same temperature as 
the buttermilk, The thermometer f[s 
essential for this, ag for all the other 
accurate estimates of temperature io 
the vartous steps of butter-making. 


Three-fourths of an ounce of salt fs 
warked in per pound of butter. The 
working of the butter {s a very Impor- 
tant part of the process and should re- 
celve careful attention. Overworked 
butter is sticky, greasy in appearance, 
and has a gummy graln. Underworked 
butter Is very apt ta be mottled be- 
cause of the upeven distribution of the 
salt. -
